Others sutxist by picking upquar i 
tens and halves in chdring about town. While a 
few mar be found, like men, in the country en- 
gigeiin agrioultural employment, the majority 
prefer Vo live about Xeai > , and earn a precarious 
subsistence from day to day. Another chifacter- 
ivtic, and still worse one, is that when they get 
money it goes like water. The darkey loves his 
good 'dinners, his go »d clothes, and the other use- 
less etceteras of life to well to resist gratifying 
his taste as long as there is a shot in the locker . . 
Nor are they thrifty, when supplied with munifi- 
cence to st.art the world with. A •eiitlem.'in from 
the South, who has quartered upon a fanh in our j 
county some of his emancipate slav«, during j 
a late visit detailed the following facta: He said ^ 

he found evervlhins going lo ruin about the 
place; the work thriftlessly done; the negroes liv- | 
ing like nabobs and supporting r.umbefw of their ■ 
friend* whose purses were empty, and in a few , 
years, if things went on as they were going, they 
must come to p-iverty. 

Wh.it go >d will .such a class of persons do the ^ 
communitvT Uiileas pauperism and crime are 
esteemed as benefits, none whatever.

The la*t is peculiarv li irrihle in the aim.ils of 
crime A negr » g rl, ten yeir-- old, reariy white, 
killed a white giil some eiglit vear* old, in the 
open roll in broad Caylight. within c few yard* 
•of a tohicco pitch, where she w is at woik. She 
killeil the dull with a cluJi, beat its brains out, 
deliberately closed its eves, and thenresumeii her 
w »rk. S'ie is now in j i.l, but will, no doubt, in 
41 few davs be disch.vrg^, as tlie law takes uo cog- 
mixance of one of her yeir*.
